DEATH OF THE VIC^E PRESIDENT.

Henry Wilson, Vice President of the
United States, died in Washington, suddenly,
this morning, about 7 o'clock, from soft ning
of the brain, from which he has been suffering
for sometime. He was born in Farmington,
Now Hampshire, February 16, 1812, and was

consequently iu the 64 h year of his age. At
the age of twenty-one he went toNatick, Mass.,
where he learned to make shoes. lo 1840 he
was elected to the Legislature of Massachusetts,
where he served four years, and subsequently
served four years in the St-ito Senate, of which
he was President for two sessions. In 1853 he
was eieoted to t'ie U. 3. Sen ite. and in 1859,
be was re-eleoted. Iu 1861 he raised a regi¬
mes of Massachusetts volunteers, of which he
became Colonel, and served on Gen. MeClel-
ian's staff tor a short time, but his military
career was not a brilliant one. He was, during
the war, chairman of the SenateCommiitje on

Military Affair?. Iu 1856 he was challenged
by Mr. Brooks, of South Carolina, for words
used in debate, but declined the challenge, as

he was an ami duelist. lo 1865 he was again
returned to the Senate for the term eodiog in
1871, and in 1872 was elected Vice President,
with Geo. Grant as Presideut. He was the
originator of the bill tS abolish slavery in the
District of Columbia^and was a decidcd op¬

ponent of slavery, and at the National Whig
Convention, in 1848, of which he was a mem¬

ber, anti-slavery resolutions being rejected be
withdrew, and wus afterwards active in organiz¬
ing the Free Soil Party. His published works
are the History of the Anti-Slavery Measures
of the 37th and 38tb Congresses, (1804,) Mili¬
tary Measures of the CJ. 6. Congress, (1866,)
Testimonials of American Statesmen and Ju¬
rists to the truths of Christianity, (1867,) and
a History of the Reconstruction Measures of
the 39th and 40th Congresses, (1868.) He was

engaged on an elaborate work.the Rise and
Fall of the Slave Power in America, the first
volume of which was published in 1872, the
second in 1873, and the third in 1874. His
health, for sometime past, has been precarious,
and his death, while sudden, was not entirely
unexpected. While occupying a prominent
position in the Senate and the country, he was

not a man of brilliancy or great ability, and
acquired the di.-tinctiou he had rather on ac¬

count of his ultra political views, which lately
had, however, become somewhat mo dified.

The Cincinnati Gazet:e'a New Orleans spe¬
cial says the monitor Caoonicus, now lying off
that city, has received orders to prepare to sail
at a moment's notice, and has already laid in a

supply of stores, fuel and ammunition. It is
also repotted that Commodore Cooper came to
New Orleans from Pensaoola under orders from
the Navy Department at Washington, to ex¬
amine and report upon the advisability of mak¬
ing Now Orleans the base of operations in case
of difficulties with Spain. It is stated that the
examination has proved satisfactory, and that
the report will be favorable.

A oonflict is not improbable on the Mexican
frontier if the reports from there are to be re¬
lied upon. A San Antonio, Tex-ts, dispatch
says that forty men of the Eighth cavalry
crossed the Rio Grande into Mexico, contrary
to orders, but have been ordered to return.
Major MeNally, commanding the State troop9,
who crossed into Mexican territory near Cuevos
in pursuit of tbeoattle thieves, had been driven
back to the river, and Major Clendennin, ol
the Uoited States troops, has been sent to his
support. A large number of Mexican troops
are collecting near Cuevos.

Hon. Orris W. Ferry, U. S. Senator from
Connecticut, died yesterday at his home in
Norwalk. Mr. Ferry entered the Senate in
1867, aod in 1873 was re-elected. He had four
years of his second term yet to serve. His ill¬
ness was a softening of the spinal marrow.from
which be had been buffering for several years.
Mr. Ferry was one of the mo9t prominent men
in the Senate, and possessed great influence
on account of his purity aod ability.
A nct2 to the Gazette from the physician of

M. F. Dishman, of King George county, who
was injured by the railroad accident in Georgia
lafet week, says he is safe, though be was se¬
riously hurt, baviog bad an artery cut about
bis wrist, and would have bled to death bad it
not been for Dr. DeWit. He is having the
kindest care at the Augusta Hjtel, where he is
stopping, and will soon be out.

The filibuster steamer Uruguay, whioh was
seized at Kingston by order of the Governor of
Jamaica, still remains in that port, her com¬
mander, Captain Sommera, refusing to complywith the conditions offered for her release, viz.,
that be should give bond in the sum of $5,000
to proceed to a direct port.

The Southern Pacific Kailroad Convention
at Memphis, Teno., adjourned Saturday, after
passing the resolutions appealing to the people
of the country generally, and also to Congress,for aid in constructing the proposed road. A
permanent commission, with headquarters inMemphis, was appointed.

of Conference on yesterday and to-day con
siated chiefly in the routine work of hearing
reports, financial and statistical, from the vuri-
ou* pastoral charges.
Last nig"ht a largely attended meeting washeld at Maiu Street Church in lh-2 interests ol

Kandolph Macon College. This college, as is
generally known, is uoder the fostering care of
the Virginia aod Baltimore Conferences, and
at each annual session of these church councils
special efforts are made to raise funds to assist
in its support, its old endowment fuod havingbeen swept away by the war. Able and inter
eating addresses in its behalf were delivered at
the meeting last night by Bishop MeTyeiru,Rev. Dr. Duncan, and Mr. Thomas Branch,who is President of the Board of Trustees.
Collections and subscriptions to the amount of
about $500 were realized.
Just before adjournment t j-day a resolution

was introduced by Rev. A. C. Bledsoe, of
Trinity station, Richmond, declaring againstthe participation of any clerical member of thin
Conference, travelling or local, in political can¬
vassing, or the lending of their names as can¬didates for any political office. Tbe resolution
was signed by Mr. Bledsoe; also by II jv. R.W. Waiti, of Albemarle, and, on motiou, waslaid on tbe table till Monday.Dr. Munsey is still in the city, and^ist nightdelivered another lecture, takiog for Lis sub¬
ject the character of Elijah. The large hail in
which these lectures have been delivered ^as
been densely filled night alt r night, and t'icFriends of Temperance, under whose nuspicesthey were deliveied, have realized a considera¬ble addition to their treasury.The pulpits of all the churches in the city,including tbe Bapiist, Presby:erian and Epis¬copal, will be occupied for preaching by mem¬
bers of the Conference tvmurrow.

PERSONAL RENCOUNTRE.
AN AFFRAY IN RICHMOND.

General Irnboden Attacked by
Gen. Johnston.

COWHIDES, PISTOLS, ETC., ETC,

Richmond, Nov. 21..About nine o'clock
last night, a difficulty . growiog out ot the Sen¬
atorial contested-election case, occurred at the
Byrd-street d^pot between Gens. Bradley T.
Johnson and J. D. Imbodeu. Geu. Imboden
wus seated on a baggage truck on the platform,
waiting lor the arrival of the train, when Gen.
Johuson came up, and, alter addressing some
words to him, struck him with a cowhide,
which up n th:.t moment he l.ad hud concealed
in his sleeve. Gen. Imboden seized General
Johnson, and was defending himself, when a

policeman stepped in and separated them.
Both gentlemen were put under arrest, and

were bailed, and Goo. Imboden went on bis
journey to St. L>uis, where he will act as one
of the delegatis from Virginia in the Pacific
Railroad Convention.
The immediat) cause of the assault is a« tri -

bu'.ed to evidence given by Gen. Imbodeu in
the contested election case between Johnson
and Koight for seats in the State Senate.

Mr. VV. L. Royal I, who accompanied his
partner (Gen. Johnson) to the depot, makes
the following statement :

Lust (Friday) night at 12 o'clock, ot the
close of Gen. Imboden's depositioo, he haviug
sworn that he wrote the first leu 'r signed
"Old-Fashioned Man," I asked hiui this ques¬tion : Gen. lmbodeo, you have spoken of an
article published! u the Richmond Whig over
the signature "An Old-Fashioned Man," which
you say was writteu by y .urself. Did there
not appear in all the nn-ri ing papers of the cityin a very few days thereafter a communication,
sinned "Bradley J. Johnson," beginning thus:
"The scurrilous, false, and defamatory card
published in yesterday's Whig, over the signa
ture lAo Old Fashion Man,' r« quires notice at
my hands, because I am the uomiuce of the
Conservative parry, and because it is my duty
to see that my friends are justified in the sup¬
port I hey have exr«oded to me," and after a
paragraph, which 1 will nor repeat here, con¬
tinuing "the 'Old Fashioned Man' is following
a very old fashion, which was denounced byliie Almighty amid the thunders of Sinai in his
comuioud thou shalt not bear false witness
against thy neighb >r, and for following which
Ananias and Sapphira were struck dead at tho
feet of the apostle. This old fashion is us old
as sin. and envy, and uiaiioe. All the ftate-
meuis in the paper referred to an false in spiritand essence, and the repetition of them does
not remove the responsibility ot repeatingiheuj."
Geo. Imboden responded : "Such an article

did appear, as I havestuted in my examination
in chief, to which I replied in a subsequent No.
nf the Whig, as I have alsn stated; which re¬
ply of mice, with the subsequent articles writ¬
ten by Mr. Wise under the same signature,furnished full proof of every allegation made
against Geo. Johnson in my fir*t letter, except
one, and convicted him of denying as untrue a
statement of facts he knew to be true. The
exception I refer to was in reference to the
Chesapeake and Ohio Cana! imputation, in re¬
gard to which Gen. Johnson said, in substance,
that the subject bad been investigated by a
committee of the L -gislature, from whose so-
called report he made certaiu extracts, and
concluded in these words : "And this report
was adopted by the Legislature," which state¬
ment is not true in faet. as the Journals of both
Houses show; and G.*n. Johnson, when he af¬
firmed it "was adopted," either knew it was
not true or endeavrred to mislead the public
by stating as a fact that which was not a fact,
and the truth of which he could have ascer¬
tained by reference to the public records in the
Capitol. For a true understanding of this mat¬
ter 1 now ask to file copies of my letters pub¬
lished under the signature of "An Old-Fash¬
ioned Man," and two of Gen. Jonson's cards
called forth by those letters."

General Imbodeu at the time said he was
going to leave that night for St. Louis 11 at¬
tend the Pacific Railroad Convention. I sup¬
posed Saturday morning that, he bad gone,
and so told General Johnson. About 2 o'clock
General T.mboleo came into Mr. Neeson's of¬
fice. I immediat'ly found General Johnson,
and told him that General Imboden had not
left the city. j
About 3 30 o'clock I found General Johnson

walking up and down Main street in front of
his office. I asked him what he was doing
there. He said he was waiting and looking for
Imboden. All the eveniog we sough lmbodeo,
but in vain.
General Johnson agreed that I should gethim a cowhide, which I did, and it was re¬

solved (.hat he should walk up to Imboden and
strike him with it. I inquired around every¬where lor Imboden, and learned that he was
going to leave the city by the 9 20 Fredericks¬
burg train. About 9 o'clock we went down to
the train, pnd as we wnlked down the platform
we passed Imboden sit'ing off io one side on a
baggage-truck. I think Mr. Frauklin Stearns
wa« sitting t>y him.
Johnson passed him without seeiog him,when I nudged General Johnson and pointedImboden out. Johnson immediately turned,

walked up to him, and said :
General lmbodeo, I've been looking for youall day, at the same rime drawing the cowhide

from his coat sleeve, s'riking him five or six
blows with it in rapid succession across the face
and head.
lmbodeo sprang up and seized Johnson bytho coat about the neck and ootumeuced press¬

ing him back towards the cars, Johnson ap¬pearing t > make no particular resistance to that
effort of Imboden. but seeming to devote his
whole attention u getting his pistol from his
pocket. Iu an inconceivably 3hort time he had
it out and at Imboden's stomach. I thoughtImbuden a dead man.

Iu the very nick of time policeman Rowe
pushed his body io between the two aud
pressed imboden away.
Johnson stoud with his pistol io his band

and said, "General Imboden, I'll not kill youwhile io the hands of that policeman."
Imbodeu called out, "He is armed; take his

pistol away from him."
General Johuson said, "General Imboden,I would have cowhided you this morning, but

1 thought you had left town."
There was then a hunt for the cowhide, and

it fell into my possession.
G< tferal Johnson gives the following account

of the occurrcoce : "Having seen in one of tbe
morning papers a report of General Imboden's
testimony in relation to the letters of the 'Old
Fashioned Man,' I went down the stieet and
inquired for him, and wis informed by MajorS'.iies that Imboden stated Fiiday night that
he was going off to St. Louis that night, ana
therefore I supp:>sed he had left tnvu. Be¬
tween 2.3U aod 3 30 o'clock I was informed byMr. Royall that Imboden had uot leit town,
but had been during the day in the office,whero they were taking depositions."I immediately went in search of him on the
treet. at, the office where they weretiking de¬
posit ons, and at his own office. Ho could not
be louod.

^
I ascertained, up in inquiry, thathe was goiog to leave town to-night (Saturday)

on rhe northward bi und trair. I proceeded
to the depot in company with Mr. Royall, aodlooked for him. I did not see him at first.

Be Was Bitting on a baggage truck by the side j«t the baggage ro;>m, and ] passed him with 1
i'.u1 recognizing hiuj in the dtru light- An soon jas J recognized him 1 walked up to hiiu and jsaid, "General Itnbodeu, I bave been lookio^for you," and then .struck hint across the lace
as rapidly as possible With a cowhide, berushed at uie, aud made some attempts toMfike me on the hit side ol my head, which
were out vi ry effectual, aod did uot amouut tomuch.

Polic min Wallaoo Howe rushed in while 1
was attempting to draw a small pistol, andseized me with one arm and lmboden with theother just as i got the pistol out, and pushedus apart, exclaimiog, "Geo'letueo, you must
stop this; I arrest you both;" or somethinglike that.
lmboden said: "He's armed; take himaway," and Rowe insisted that 1 .should put (my pistol up. 1 shook my finger at lmbodenaud said, lkI would have cowhided you thismorning, hut I thought you had left town; butI huve cowhided you well uow."
Rowe insisted that i she u'd go to the Secondpolice station, and luiDuden insisted that Roweshould ruhase him in order that, he might goon the train to some railroad convention, towhich he was a delegate.1 gathered up my cowhidd aod retired ingood order; went up to the police t-t uion, asdirected; captured John J. Crutchtield, thejustice who officiates at those headquarters,aud was treated with that urbanity, prompt¬ness, aod fairness which distinguishes the ju¬dicial career of that magistrate."
During the pending of the lan election inRichmond a series ol very striking letters,with documentary evidenca, appeared in the

Riohmond Whig against Geo. Johnson, siguedI "Old Fashioned Man." In these Gen. John-
eon's career in Virginia since the war, as anattorney-at-law, was fully gone into, chargingj that ho had committed great wrongs upon thecreditors of certain banks, in winding them up,by getting orders- throueh the Uutted StatesCourt (the late Judge Underwood) in the in¬
terest of some halt dozen of the creditors, bywhicn they got their claims puiu, and the massot creditors got nothing, and Gen. Johnson
got very large aod unjust fees aod charges, us¬ing the military ol the United States to havehis orders executed, &c., especially in the caseof a bauk at Winchester; also charging thatGeo. Johnsou had "put up the job" and got u
very large percentage out of the State of Vir¬ginia nn the olaiiu of the St'.tJ against theChesapeake and Onio C.iual Company, whichcould have been settled without any such ar¬
rangement, and through ail of which GeneralJohnson had become euriched unduly.The Senatorial election resulted in Mr. John¬son's success, but the friends of his opponent,Mr. Knight, the independent candidate, de¬clared that the election was fraudulent, and;he takiug of depositions in the case has beenproceeding for several day*.In its account of the affair the Whig says:"General Johnsm having sought out Generallmboden, aud finding him at the depot, drew »
a cowhide, which he had concealed ab'.ut his
person, and attempted to use ir. He succeed¬
ed in strikiug General lmboden once, whenthe lifer grappled him. G<?n. Johoson thenthrew down the cowhide, and succecded indrawing a revolver upon his adversary, who
was himself unarmed. Gen. lmboden, it ap¬pears, prevented him from using the pistol byseizing him by his two arms and holding bimuntil Policemen Rowe-, who was near at hand,
came up aud arrested both patties. The po-liceruao, at General Imbodeo's request, secur¬ed Geo. Johnson's light artillery."

MILITARY INSTITUTE.
The Board of Visitors ot this institution, lit

Lexiogtoa, repoit that all the buildings erected
by the State at a cost of $166,250, and which,
with thy exception of the superintendent's
quatt.-rs, were all destroyed, have been restored;
the lauded estate has beeu increased fourfold,and greatly improved; a commodious hospitalbuilding has been purchased; the barracks
have been supplied witfi gas and steam heatingfis ures; a chemical laboratory has been built
aud lully quipped; a philosophical apparatusand cngiuemiug instruments aud models have
been provided ; a mineralogical laboratory aDd
cabiutt have been established ; the library has
beeu built up, and now numbers as many vol¬
umes as were destroyed by General Hunter;the mess hall, with all the necessary appurten¬
ances and appliances, is more complete thanbefore the war; aud a nailery of valuable
paintings have been collected, all contributing
to illustrate the charactyr »nd to perpetuatethe virtues so dear to every Virginian.

UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA.
The report of the rector >hows that there

were 373 stud nts in attendance on the session
of 1 ST4.5, against 353 on that of 1873-4, with
a still brighter prospect in the fu'ure.
The revenue for 1S74-5 was $32,147.77, ex¬

clusive of $4 G31.50 from the Miller fund, and
the disbursements $37.197.(Jl, Measures havehneo talc n to consolidate fhn debt of theUniversity. The sum of $25,000 is necessaryfor repairs, and an appropriation is asked of
$5."00 a year for the library.
During the last wioter and spring quite a

number of cases of fever were developed iu
certain localities at the University. The ear
nest attention of the facui'y and the executive
committee was directed to this sulject, and
energetic measures t tken, with marked success,
to remove the cause, which appeared to bedefective sewerage. The prompt arrest of thediscas-3 indicated that the causes had been
rightly deviu >d, acd that the remedies appliedwdl be permanently effective.

.MOUNT VERNON.
Judge H. W. Thomas, present of the

Board of Visitors to Muuut Vernon, reports to
the Governor that the laws of the State, under
the administration of the ladies of the Associa¬
tion, have been serupuhmsly observed, and
that through the energy, zeal, and patriotism
of the Association the home and grave of
Washington will be preserved for all future
time. The house, the buildings, the tomb, and
the gri uuds adjacent have been restored, as
nearascircumstances wiil admit,to the state they
were in when last occupied by Washington,and the residue of the land has been highlyimproved and adorned. The enterprise, in
the opinion ot the Board, challenges the adm:-
ration and approval of the whole country, and
should receive the cordial approbation and sup¬
port of Virginia.

In cinclusion the Board submit the follow¬
ing order of the council, which meets their ap¬proval, and they recommend such legislation as
is necessary to effect the object contemplated:
"Voted that Jurge Thomas, chairman of the

Board of Visitors, be requested to mike an ef¬
fort in b.ehaif of council to obtain the guardian¬
ship of Genera! Washington's will, if it is to be
removed from its present custody."

cient Superintendent of Public Printing, shows
